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STATE HORNET 


Fuller foresees 
Earth’s Karma

R. Buckminster Fuller, world traveler 
and student of the universe, told a 
Sacramento State College audience 
attending a Friday convocation that he is 
rather deeply aware of rates of change in 
the world today. “I was in Tokyo in 
1958, just 14 years ago, seeing it as a city 
in which people moved on foot and by 
bicycle. Then, a couple of years later, 
there were a few motor scooters, then 
motorcycles and a fe foreign cars, and 
now their own Japanese cars. Whether 
you like this transition or not, the point 
is that we are witnessing a transition of a 
very major order.”’ He noted that Tokyo, 
one of the world’s largest groups of 


humanity, underwent an almost 
Phoenix-like regeneration without the 
manufacture of guns or weaponry; 


devoting its energy towards peace-iime 


20,000 years now,” so, he suggested, “‘we 
should learn to observe the very large 
patterns which are in process in the 
universe.” 

“All over the world, we are beginning 
to see the proliferation of literacy. When 
I was a boy and had my first job, the 
mechanics { worked with had a 
vocabulary of only about 100 words, 
about one-half of which were either 
obscene or blasphemous. Humanity is no 
longer ijliterate. Humnaity is building up 
a vocabulary.” 

Everywhere Fuller has traveled, he has 
observed that “people are interested in 
other people.” He felt that when he was 
in other countries, people respected him 
as a human being loving other human 
beings, but attached no significance to 
the “fact” that he was an American. “The 
world’s esteem for us (as Americans) is

goods, like camera lenses and electronic 
goods. 

Fuller pointed out that we tend to 
observe our world and ourselves in rather 
obsolete terms, such as describing our 
environment in terms of “up” and 
“down”, rather than “in” and “out” 
(which better describes the speherical, 
and not flat, world on which we live). In 
the same way, “‘we are rather badly tied 
up with out conditional reflexes which is 
a consequence of being born absoluiciy 
heipless and ignorant. We have been 
aboard this Spaceship Earth for some 


almost zero; but this, I suppose, is as it 


should be.” 
“Literacy,” 


he emphasized, “did not 
come through the school system—it was 
preserved by it, perhaps—but it did not 


come through the school system. It came 
through the radio, and through talking 
motion pictures.” Fuller used this 
example, as well as his personal 
experience of jetting half-way around the 
worid twice a year to design a couple of 
airports in India, to show that the 
communications revolution that we ure 
going through is creating a new world 
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community. “We are really together 
whether we like it or not.” 

The 76-year old Fuller, who claims 
that he would rather speak by “thinking 
out-loud,” rather than from a prepared 
speech, says he prefers to do this because 
“it’s more like just meeting someone on 
the street and talking while thinking on 
your feet.” Fuller is fond of mental 
disciplines, for another mental exercise in 
which he likes to engage himself is to 
remind himself of how small man is in 
relationshir to the rest of the universe. 

Returning to the idea that we are 
Operating in terms of obsolete concepts, 
Fuller negated all ideas of nationalism 
which had their origins in man’s former 
necessity to “have roots.”’ “With three 
quarters of the Earth’s surface covered 
with water, and most of the land masses 
covered with mountains, ice or desert, 
only 1% of the Earth was favorable to the 
support of life.” He told his young 
audience to think about the fact that up 
until now, Man has lived 99% on the land, 
and has beem for the most part, a farmer. 
Although he did not mention it, Fuller, 
the inventor/designer of the geodisic 
dome, is the proponent of an idea to 
build entire cities inside geodisic domes 
which would float in the air and could 
be anchored to a mountain top. He also 
envisions pyramid-shaped cities which 
would house a million people and could 
float around like a movable island on the 
sea. 

We are trememdously shortsighted, he 
declared, in our “accounting of oy, 
survival on an annual basis: from crop to 
crop, from year to year, from governor's 


“not legally 
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report to governor’s report.” Fuller 
refuted the Malthusian concept that there 
is not enough to go around by pointing 
out: “there are no reports of any energy 
ever being created or lost. The physical 
energies of the universe do not 
degenerate.” Politics cannot be the 
answer to humanity, he continued, 
because “all the political systems are 
merely schemes of how to get by without 
enough. They are not operating with any 
idea that success is possible; and are 
failure-oriented.” 

Fuller defined our universe as being 
“forwardly operative:” i.e., we cannot 
alter yesterday, but only tomorrow. “The 
question is, then, to what extent do we 
arrange the furniture of the universe 
(which is always rearranging itself, 
anyhow) to enrich life? Know-how can 
only amplify it—it cannot reduce.” 
“know-how’’, as Fuller defines it, it our 
real wealth, and we are always getting 
richer. 

“Pm not even discouraged about 
America being shortsighted.” He pointed 
out how the bumblebee, seeking only to 
make his honey, inadvertantly carries 
pollen on his tail and fertilizes the flowers 
behind him. “Man has been pretty much 
of a bumblebee up until now. “We can 
have all of humanity successful within 15 
years. If you see America as a nation 
Starting to break up,” he intonated 
prophetically, “don’t get discouraged. 
Something much bigger is happening. 
There is such a thing as love, and there is 
such a thing as trust. If you're really 
loving and trusting, others will be, too; 
and that’s the only way we will make it.”

Framed by 13 golden stars and flanked 
by an American flag, U.S. District Court 
passed 


Judge Thomas J. MacBride 
sentence on Dr. Mark T. Riley, assistant 


professor of Latin—six months in jail with 
a further six months suspended sentence 
and five years probation for expressing 


his social consciousness. Dr. Riley filed a 
false statement on his withholding tax 
form to avoid paying any taxes by 
claiming 14 exemptions when he was only 
legally entitled to three. Riley did this to 
express his oppositions to U.S. foreig: 
policy in general and the war in Vietnam 
in particular 


The audience was filled with students, 
fnends and supporters of Riley. Noticing 
this, Judge MacBride commented, “I’m 
aware of an unusually large audience 
today and I’m not unmindful of the 
reason you're here. I’m sure you're 
probably sy mpathetic with the 
defendant. In the event the court takes 
action unpleasant to the defendant, it will 
also be unpleasant to you. The fact that 
you’re here is sufficient indication of 
your interest.” The judge went on to 
near-threaten the gallery with contempt 
of court charges. “You will accomplish 
nothing by demonstrations or outbursts,” 
he explained

I just returned from Judge 
MacBride’s sentencing of Mark 
Riley, an anti-war professor at 
Sacramento State College who 
claimed 14 exemptions on his 
income tax form to avoid paying 
taxes because most of the tax 
only supports military and 
weapons systems. 

Judge MacBride mentioned 
that Mark’s act was not 
legal—that there are other legal 
means of protesting the 
government’s policies—and that 
his form of protest is 
unacceptable. MacBride went on 
to say that his action, gone 
unpunished, would set a bad 
example to others and encourage 
them to do the same. MacBride 
feels that his fellow taxpayers 
would want to see Mark 
punished so they are not 
needlessiy paying a larger share 
of the taxes. 

I would like to bring to Judge 
MacBride’s attention Mr. Reagan 
and the other millionnaires who 
get away legally without paying 
taxes. Apparently that is 
acceptable because their reasons 
are monetary and money is the 
American way. But when it 
comes to a moral basis for tax 
evasion—the inability to pay for 
the mass murder and destruction 
that is our  government’s 
policy —Judge MacBride does not 
understand. As Mark said at the 
sentencing, it is not as important 
that he live legally as it is that he 
live well. 

Mark’s sentencing was 
especially harsh. MacBride 
addressed his many supporters in 
the courtroom and made it clear 
that he would create a hardship 
on Mark, his wife, his baby, his 
students and his friends—not for 
reasons of rehabilitation—but to 
punish him and to deter others 
from following his example. 

Mark received a |! year 
sentence, 6 months in jail, 6 
months suspended. In addition 
he received 3 years probation, a 
$500 fine, plus the added 
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expense of paying all court 
costs. Besides this, the Internal 
Revenue will undoutably collect 
their taxes. 

Mark needs our support. WE 
cannot affect the hardship Mark 
and his wife and baby wili suffer 
through his incarceration. But 
We, the people, who share his 
moral convictions but have not 
yet had the courage to take such 
a stand should take upon 
ourselves the burden of the 
expenses that Mark has been 
ordered to pay. 

A support fund has been 
Started by those who attended 
Mark’s sentencing, but it cannot 
yet begin to pay for his fine and 
court costs. We ask concerned 
people to make _ donations 
payable to the “Mark Riley 
Support Fund” and send them 
to 1715-15th street 
Sacramento 95814.

body will encounter from the 
withdrawal—seizures that 
become so great that they can 
kill. The only way to get off reds 
is by slow withdrawal—in a 
hospital, by a doctor. However a 
y» person can get off heroin by 
' going cold turkey, that is by 
isolating himself and sweating it 
out for a period of a few days. 
The physical need is gone, but 
the mental need and desire is 
almost never destroyed. 

Reds cost about a half-cent 
produce, and will sell from a 
quarter on up on the street 
market. Under a doctors care, a 
person could take 60 mil. grams. 
a day, yet kids on the street are 
reportedly dropping 300 mil. 
grams. a day. At that rate a 
person would become addicted 
within a period of two or three 
weeks. 

Reds, or barbituates used to 
be prescribed for people who 
were very anxious and needed a 
sleeping pill, but with all the 
suicides from overdoses, doctors 
are less inclined to prescribe 
them. Instead they are changing 
to tranquilizers, but even here 
they are having problems with 
overdoses 

Both Sergeant Marques and 
Officer Braziel feel that students 
are looking for’ someone they 
can look up to and _ trust; 
someone who wil! answer their 
questions honestly and frankly 
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encourage anyone wanting help 
or information to call 446-1143. 
Students may go to Community 
Relations and tell the police 
they are on drugs and want help 
in getting off, without fear of 
getting in trouble with the law.
